ET TERS are come from the 
Count de Monclova Viceroy of 
Peru: They are dated the 28th of 
January, and import, that Don A- 
lonfo Juan de Valdes Governour of Buenos 
Aires, having Befieg’d the Portuguefe in the 
Colony of the Holy Sacrament, kept the 
Place to clofely block’d up, that he did not 
doubt to be Mafter of it in a little Time, 
having taken a Ship and 4 other Veffels chat 
had on Board Men, Arms, and Ammunition 
for the faid Colony, on which Occafion 30 
Portugueze were kill’d and the reft taken Pri- 
foners. We are inform’d by Letters of a 
frelher Date from Portugal, and from Hol- 
land, that the Portuguefe Governour of the 
faid Colony havirig Capitulated, was con- 
ducted with his Garrifon to Rie-Janeyro. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Dec. 12. 
Rome , November 21. An extraordinary 
Congregation has been held upon the Ac- 
count tranfmitted from Ferrara of the dread- 
ful Ravages made by the overflowing of the 
Rivers, which have laid a great Extent of 
County under Water, and done great Dam- 
mage to the Town of Ferrara. The Pope to 
relieve the People, has eas'd them of feveral 
Impofts, and has order’d that the Summs_ a- 
rifing by other Impofts be employ’d in the 
neceflary Repairs of the Digues, &c. that 
are broken by the Floods. They write from 
Naples, that Count Herberftein General of 
the Galleys of Malta, had landed there to 
make a Vifit to the Viceroy, and was receiv'd 
by him with great Honour ; and that he is 
fince fail'd over to Sicily where the reft of the 
Galleys of Malta waited for him. The Ban- 
diti have been fo hotly purfued by Order of 
the Viceroy of Naples, that not one Troop 
of them appears at prefent : Some of them 
made their Efcape towards Benevento, but 
tis hop'd they will foon be reduc’d. From 
Palermo advis’d, that the Mari de Bed- 
mar Viceroy of Sicily, had iffued fuch good 
Orders for extirpating the Robbers and Ban- 
diti which infefted the Roads of that King- 
dom, that feveral of them have been appre- 
hended ; and 15 were hang'd in one Day. 
The Cardinal del Giudice Archbilhop of 
Monreal, has receiv'd Order from the King 
of Spain to repair to Rome. — 


From the Leiden Gazette, dated Dec. 15. 

Milan, December 1. Prince Eugene of Sa- 
voy had caus'd the Imperial Troops to canton 
in Montechiaro, Gavardo, and other Places 
of the Breffan between the Chiefe and the 
Lake of Garda, as if he defign’d to Winter 
there. But a Report is fpread that he has 
drawn them together agen, ‘and is marching 
with all Expedition towards the Miicio : 
The Duke of Vendome has been joyn’d by 
the Reinforcement he expeéed from Pie- 
mont, and no doubt has a watchful Eye to 
the Motions of the Imperialifts.

Warfaw, November 27. Eighteen Articles 
of the Treaty between the King of Sweden 
and the Republick of Poland are abfolutely a- 
greed upon on both Sides: But as for the 
Demand made by the Polifh Commiffioners, 
that Contributions fhould ceafe, the King of 
Sweden has given them to underftand that 
the indifpenfible Occafions of his Army would 
not permit him to comply with that De- 
mand: ‘Tis talk’d however his {aid Majefty 
will order his own Commiffaries to forbear 
pee Contributions, and leave it to Com- 
miffaries of the Confederates to furnifh his 
Troops with Provifions, 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec 15. 

Liege, Dec. 11. We have Intelligence from 
the Enety’s Frontiers, that a Detachment of 
6000 Men is march’d from the Netherlands 
for Spain. And that Preparations are made 
at Namur for executing fome Defign, which 
tis thought is form’d againft Huy ; but all 
Precautions needful are taken for the Security 
of that Place. Tis reported the Enemy have 
mark’d out a new Line from Louvain to 
Wavie ; whereupon our Garrifon and all the 
Troops that are quarter'd in our Neighbour- 
hood, are order'd to hold themfelves in a 
Readynefs to march at any Hour. Yetterday 
General Salifch our Governour, view'd ail 
the Pofts and Avenues hereabouts, and de- 
clar'd that whatever Officer of che teveral 
Corps de Garde appointed to watch, fhail be 
wanting to his Duty, he fhall be cry'd by a 
Council cf Warand punifh'd with the utmott 
Rigour.
